There are 
surely some that can be ambassassing to the agencies like the FBI and CIS but with few 
exceptions they are accessible under FOIA. Stone has not had h is lawyers 1 ile any such 
suit and nobody else with any m-£ans has even thought of doing this. 

Hot only did °tone ignore the 250,000 pages I make available to akj/serious writers, 
none of those who have written the mahy books, theorizing solutions jthave come here to 
make any real use of thes^records. So, with this many ignored, how much ut e do you tliink 
there will be of the disclosure of any volu me of those not no^ available , including those 
of the House committee? Should theh be available? Of course! But the people should not be 
given false hopes and this it; what Spi le has done. I can't imagine any eleaent of the media 
investi^stfejg- the great sum required to assign 1 peopje to read all the reccrds. It did not 

happen in the past nor witli all the attention Stone got and there is no re aeon to expect 
it to liapoen in the future.
